Now Delhi, the 18th April, 1980 

G.S.R. 211(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 6 of the Antiquities and Art Treasures Act, 1972 (52 of 
1972), and in supersession of the notification of the Government 
of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Education and Social 
Welfare (Archaeological Survey of India), No. G.S.R, 281 (E) 
dated the 5th April, 1976, the Central Government hereby 
appoints the persons specified in column 2 of the Table given 
below, being Gazetted Officers of Government, to be Licensing 
Officers for the purposes of the said Act, who shall exercise the 
powers conferred on Licensing Officers by or under the said Act 
within the limits of the area specified in the corresponding entry 
In column 3 of the said Table.
